THE MURDER TRIAL,. 


OBOSS-EXAiTINATION OP DB. WHEEIJ3H—AN 


IMPATIENT JDKOE. 


From Monday's Dally. 


This forenoon nt 8:30 o'clock, Judge 


Smith presiding, the trial of the case of 
the People vs. Dr. James D. Wheeler was 
resumed in the circuit court, there being 
but a comparatively small number of 
spectators in attendance. Tho defendant 
having told his story on Saturday, was 
placed on the stand, and he was subjected 
to a vigorous cross-examination by Mr. 
Johns for the people. The defendant is 
a hard witness to twist and in the main 
he reiterated his statement drawn from 
him on the direct examination. 


THE JUKY. 


On Sunday the jurymen took a long 


walk and visited the coal shaft and passed 
the day in the court room chatting to- 
gether and singing 
Harrison 
gospel 


hymns. Many of the jurymen are getting 
tired and want to go home. 


SAWED OPF SHORT. 


This morning while Mr. Johns was 


eross-examining Dr. Wheeler, and after 
Judge Smith hac! told the state's attorney 
to confine himself strictly to points at 
issue, Juror McDonald, of Long Creek 
township, thought it was about time to 
chip in, and he said he would like to have 
the trial go on without any further delay, 
for he wanted to get through and go 
home. Judge Smith appeared somewhat 
astonished at such "freshness" and told 
the important juror that he be wns run- 
ning the court and that his remarks were 
wholly out of place and improper. 


The croBS-examinatiou of the witness 


was then resumed. 


Protn TtLCSdau'3 D-viiy. 


The cross-examination of Dr. James D 


Wheeler, the defemlniit in the murder 
case which has been on trial since Jan. 
15th, was conohided on yesterday after- 
noon. 


Albert Perry, who now resides iu tho 


first ward, tebtified that Dr. Wheeler vis- 
ited him professionally at about 10:30 a- 
m, on Sept. 26th, at the lesidenee of Lon 
Brockway in the second ward, and that 
ho remained there about an hour, Mrs. 
Brockway made the enrne statement to 
the jury. 


Robert Norris, painter, testified that he 


had known Fred. Stommel for five years, 
aud knew that he was in the vicinity of 
Argenta on the four last days of last 
August. Witness had a consultation with 
Stommel on July 31st, but the substance 
of the talk was not allowed to go to the 
jury. It was an alleged confession by 
Stommel to Norris that he had got Miss 
Risley into trouble, and that he would 
have to marry her or do sometliing to 
prevent an exposuie. 


W.W.Foster, sheriff, testified that he 


had retained possession of the article en- 
trusted to him by the coroner. 


Mrs. John Alloways, who has resided 


iu Decatur 17 yours, knew Stella Risley 
by sight for a number of years. She vis- 
ited witness at her home during last Au- 
gust. Judge Nelson desired tho witness 
to repeat the conversation that occurred 
at that time. The prosecution objected, 
and the jury retired to their room. Then 
witness, in answer to questions put to her 
by Judge Nelson, stated for the benefit of 
the court that Stella Risley had confessed 
to her that she was in great trouble, and 
that she was taking medicine; and that 
she would do a certain thing to be re- 
lieved if it killed her. The witness as- 
sented to each of the 14 questions by nod- 
ding her head. The objection of the 
prosecution to the admission of this tes- 
timony for the defendant was sustained, 
and it was not allowed to be heard by the 
jury. 


The jury returned to their chairs. 
Darius Aungat, who has lived iu Deea- 


tur 17 years, testified that he was an ex- 
pressman. In September last he called 
at Fred Willis' house with a spring wag- 
on to take a party to the Sangamon river 
for a picnic. It wag early one Sunday 
morning about 6 o'clock. Knew Stella 
Risley. She got into the wagon with the 
other people, and was then in apparent 
good health. Went to the river in the 
evenins to bring the party home. Miss 
Risley then said she was not feeling well 
She was sitting in a rocking-chair on the 
river bank at the time with a shawl over 
her, and appeared to be cold. The at- 
raosphere was chilly in the evening. Miss 
Bisley appeared weak. 


Dr. A. J. Howe, professor of surgery in 


the Eclectic Medical college at Cincin- 
nati, testified that he WHS a graduate of 
Harvard College. The gentleman is one 
of the most eminent physicians of th 
Eclectic school iu the country. He gave 
expert testimony for the defense, the di- 
rect examination being conducted by 
Judge Nelson. 


The defense will probably close their 


side of the case after Dr. Howe leaves 
the stand. Then will probably follow 
rebuttal testimony by the people. 


The trial will very likely consume the 


whole of this week, as the arguments of 
the opposing counsel are yet to come. 


From Wednesday's Daily. 


The cross-examination of Dr. A. J. 


Howe, professor of surgery in the Eclec- 
tic Medical College at Cincinnati, in the 
case of The People vs. Dr. J. D. Wheeler, 
was closed lait evening, after the phyii- 


eian had been on the stand over 12 hours. 
His testimony was wholly of a profession- 
al nature, and was favorable to the de- 
fendant. He came here at the request of 
Dr. Wheeler, who graduated from the 
Cincinnati college, and was paid 825 a 
day and expenses while he remained here. 
He was in the city about 15 days. He 
departed for his home last night. 


D. L. Vigns, brother-in-law of defend- 


ant, testified that he knew A. T. Risley 
and Stella Risley. Witness was in Dr. 
Wheeler's office in January last between 
the 14th aud 20th days of the month 
when Mr. Risley accompanied by Stella 
entered and the latter was introduced to 
the defendant. Heard Mr. Risley state 
that he wanted defendant to treat the de- 
ceased for nasal catarrh. 


Dr. B. A. Allison and Dr. H. J. Wreyl 


testified as to the stare of the body of the 
deceased i n l d i f i i a l the difference be- 
tween gangrene and mortification. 


THE DEFENSE CLOSE. 


After a short consultation between Dr, 


Wheeler ami his counsel, it was an- 
nounced by Judge Nelson that the de- 
fense had presented all the evidence they 
had to offer. 


TESTIMONY. 


Mr. Johns for the people suid he had a 


few witnesses to give rebuttal testimony. 


Fred. W. Willis testified that he had 


met Antoine Arck, the Cook county de- 
tective, and had a conversation with him 
in J, H. Race >t Co.'a store m December 
last. The counsel for tho defense object- 
ed to witness repeating that conversation, 
and Judge Smith sustained the objection, 


At tho opening of court this morning 


at 8:45 Mr. Buckingham for the defense 
offered a motion that the People be re- 
quired to elect on which of the six counts 
in the indictment they intended to pro- 
ceed against the defendant at this stage 
ot the cnse, Mr. B. said there were plen- 
ty of authorities to support the motion 
but ho would not ask tho court to wait 
until they were procnred. Judge Smith 
overruled the motion, and the weary-look- 
ing jury entered tho court room, Indian 
file, with Bailiff Harris iu the lead and 
Bailiff McWhiuney following closo be- 
hind Juror McDonald nt the rear, 
After 


the jury was seated, Don. Risley, aged 13, 
son of A. T. Rislcy, wap introduced by the 
People to testify. He stated that he had 
known Dr. Wheeler since Jan. 1882. The 
objection of the defense to tho question 
put by Mr. Johns, "Did you ever go to 
Wheeler's office attcr medicine, and what 
did you take with you?" was sustained 
by the court, as were also a number of 
other questions aeked the youthful wit- 
ness. 


Dr. W. J. Chenoweth testified that ho 


was acquainted with tho disease of dys- 
menuorrhoaa ; it is a symptom of diseased 
condition rather than a disease itself. It 
never produces death or inflammation. 


Dr. Caas. Cheuoweth testified that he 


knew of a disease called dysmennorrhcea 
and of membraneous dysmeiiuorrhujn. 
Have never known or heard of a case of 
tho disease iu Macou county. It is never 
fatal and will not produce inflammation. 


Dr. Josiah Brown testified thiit he know 


of a complaint called dysineuuorrljom and 
of membraneous dysuiennorhoaa. It is 
not very frequent. 
Never knew of any 


kind of dysmenuorrhcca proving fatal. 
Never read, heard <u knew of a case prov- 
ing fatal or causing inilammatiou. 


A SCENE. 


Mrs. A. P. Risky, of this city, tes- 


tified that she did not show Dr. Wheeler 
a cloth covered with blood, as stated by 
the defendant. Questions put to the wit- 
ness about a syringe alleged to have been 
found in the sick room were objected to 
by the defense and they were ruled out. 
On the cross-examination Mr. Zink asked 
the witness to state her name before she 
was married. She declined to answer, 
stating that she didn't come there to be 
insulted. The court told her ehe had to 
answer, and she snid her name was Miss 
Comming. The witness was then asked 
if she had ever been in jail or had ever 
confessed in court to the crime of larceny, 
This caused the witness to manifest a 
great deal of temper and wouldn't answer 
any of the questions until compelled to do 
BO by the court. She answered each in- 
terrogatory negatively, and as she left the 
chair she said something to the effect jhat 
she "could hung old Wheeler," ami Mr 
Buckingham sang out : "Ton tiet you 
could!" 


Dr. J. N, Randall was the last witnecs. 


He testified that he had been a physician 
forlGjenrs, and that he was a graduate 
of Harvard. He knew of dysmenorrhcea 
but never knew or heard of it producing 
death or inflammation. 


State's Attorney Johns here announced 


the close of the cnse on behalf of the Per- 
pie, and Mr. Buckingham likewise for the 
defense. 


TUB ARGUMENT. 


Mr. C. A. Ewing proceeded, at 9:15 a. 


m., to make the opening argument for the 
People. 
He was followed by Mr. Buck- 


ingham of counsel for the tlefenpe. 
He is 


speaking as we go to press. Judge Nel- 
son and Mr. Zink will speak. The closing 
argument for the People will be made by 
Mr. Johns.

Paris correspondent only 2,000.000 
of the 10,000,000 voters in France 
are genuine "Republicans.

Monarchists and Imperialists, and 
0,000,000 ai-n Republicans, Monar- 
chists, or Imperialists, as circum- 
stances make them or as political 
carreutB or self-interest may deter- 
mine. 
So long as the .Republicans 


are in the ascendant the floating or 
variable vole is with thcro, but should 
Republican Government lose public 
confidence 0.000,000 men waiting to 
soe which way the cat would jump 
might easily bo subjected to iulln- 
onces that would make them danger- 
ous to the Republic. 


On this theory it is not diflienlt io 


account for tho uneasiness of the Re- 
publicans over the' presence of tho 
ex-Empress Eugenie in ljarih. With 
Prince Jerome 
Napoleon in prison 


and his political adherents mnkino- 
political capital out of tho circum- 
stunce; with tho Bourbons in the 
South of franco waving tho while 
Hag of tho Old Monarchy, and :i panic 
in financial circles; with tho Cham 
her of Deputies quarreling over (he 
proposition to baui.sh thn Orleanisl 
Princes, and the Cabinet in a fail- 
way to go to pieces on a similar ques- 
tion, il was a bad time for tho ox- 
JSinprcss to appear in Paris and oc- 
cupy tho rooms occupied by Louis 
Napoleon in 1818.

the people as well as among tho leg- 
islators, and something of importance 
will surely bo clone ere another year 
passes. The subject is in its infancy. 
It only needs a starter in tho way of 
some good wholesome legislation to 
got tho whole people interested.— 
Ideas concerning road improvement 
aro scarce because it has only recent- 
ly been agitated and because what is 
everybody's business is nobody's.— 
They are also many times vague and 
erroneous. 
Wo recently hoard two 


citizens of this county in conversa- 
tion on the subject. 
One, well in- 


formed, thought the plan of gravel- 
ing the roads in conjunction with 
good tile drainage quite feasible.— 
The other, who thought himself well 
informed, replied that "if every peb- 
ble and nigger-head on all those 
prairies were picked up, it wouldn't 
be enough to cover a single mile of 
mud." 
He forgot that Illinois isn't 


all prairie and rich soil. There aro 
numerous localities all over the state 
where gravel in abundance 'can bo 
obtained and shipped whore it is 
needed. 
It was stated during the 


road 
improvement 
convention at 


Springfield that the leading railroads 
of tho state had expressed thoir wil- 
lingness to give free transportation 
to gravel or other material to be used 
for making roads. 
We know noth- 


ing as to the truth of this statement, 
but as railroad property would in the 
end be greatly enhanced in value it 
is quite likely that advantageous rates 
or free transportation could bo secur- 
ed on all the railroads in the state.

of conversation among farmers and 
all persons interested, and some fire 
is sure to exist where there is to 
much smoke.

More Testimony for the uefsnse m the 


Dr. VVliselar Case. 


Vi-um ThursOau's Daily. 


Before Judge Smith and the jury in 


the case of the People against Dr. J. D. 
Wheeler, yesterday afternoon, additional 
testimony was offered, going to show that 
the defendant's reputation for chastity, 
uprightness and medical skill while a res- 
ident of Montgomery county for over 20 
years wna good. 


John Diuneen, \vho was coroner of this 


county in October last, testified that he 
held the inquest on the body of Stella 
Rislev, and gave points connected with 
the post mortem examination which are 
not disputed. 


Frank Graves was placed on the stand 


to show the alleged bitter feelings Mrs. 
A. P. Risley entertained 
toward Dr. 


Wheeler, but on objection being made by 
the People, Judge Smith sustained the 
objection. The defense, for the purpose 
of 
impeaching Fred Stommel, called 


James Newell, John McDonald, Fred 
Jones and Peter Sells to the stand. These, 
parties were asked if Fred Stommel had 
not made certain statements to them 
about Wheeler after the defendant's ar- 
rest, Tli.e witnesses "were not allowed to 
answer, Judge Smith holding that such 
evidence should not go to the jury. 


Virgil ilickos, the stenographer in the 


case, was sworn. He testified specially 
as to the statements made by Mrs. Ter- 
huuo to the court about Stella's dying 
declarations during the absence of the 
jury. The object of the defense was to 
show that Mr9. T.'s statements at lhat 
time differed in some respects to those 
made by her to tho jury after the court 
allowed tho admission of the testimony. 


Sister Osifa, ol St. Mary's Hospital, 


testified that bhe was born in Wurtum- 
bcrg, and had been in America for about 
three years. She knew A. T. Rieley. She 
was called to his house on Oct. 3d to take 
care of Stella. She remained two days 
and ouo night, and went back again ou 
Thursday morning. Was at the house 
on Friday and Saturday and left ou Sun- 
day morning, Oct. 9th, and did not go 
back. Stella was in bed most of the time 
witness was there. She said she felt 
much better o>i Oct, 8th, and gut tip and 
watered floweiv m the room while witness 
rearranged the bed. Saw Dr. Wheeler 
the defendant, visit Stella while witness 
was there. Mrs. llisley, tho mother of 
the girl, would remain in the room with 
tho doctor when he called. The witness 
also testified to having seen an instru- 
ment on the floor that looked like a syr- 
inge. Never saw it used. At the bidding 
of tho doctor acd tho girl's mother, wit- 
ness had brought them warm water. 


Dr. W, J. Chenoweth, who is a gradu- 


ate of the Medical University at Louis- 
ville, and has practiced medicine in De- 
catur for 28 years, gave expert testimony 
for the defense. He was on the stand for 
several hours yesterday afternoon, and the 
cross-examination still continues. 


While tho direct examination of the 


doctor was in progress Jacob Uullard, of 
the umlei taking firm of RadclifV & Bill- 
lard, was placed upon the stand to testify 
as to facts connected with thu case. 
Mr, Billiard testified that on the evening 
Stella died he was called to the hou^e, 
ami by means of a hollow probe IV 
iiicluM in length lie injected fluid into tho 
lungs nud abdomen of the deceased. That 
evening he injected a pint of the fluid, 
and tho morning of the next day he in- 
jected a half-pint. Witness stated that 
the body wdii clothed and bloated, and 
that ho thought the probe entered the 
body about one inch and a half above (ho 
uavo 
The injecting instrument with 


the rubber attachment was in the handn 
of the witness, who demonstrated tho 
manner in which it is used. 
Witness 


injected tho embalming fluid on Tuesday 
night and Wednesday morning and on 
Thursday the post-mortom examinaiicn 
was held. 


Dr. Cheuoweth was again placed on the 


stand, and gave expert testimony that is 
certainly not unfavorable to the defend- 
ant. The cross-examination of Dr. Chers- 
oweth was resumed this afternoon. Other 
physicians will he introduced by the de- 
fense.

the woman wall: o^er the pavement with- 
out assistance. 
Noticednothiag peculiar 


in her manner. 


Sister Patrichia, of St. Mary's hospital, 


testified lo having attended Stella Risley 
at her father's home during her illness, 
The witness stated that on one occasion 
Mrs. Risley and Dr. Wheeler were in 
Stella's room together for 1^ minutes 
while witness was absent. 


Thurston M. Keyes, of Deeatur, and 


Elijah Woodman, of Raymond, testified 
that they had known the defendant for 
many years and knew his general reputa- 
tion to be pood. 


Dr. M. S. "Wheeler, of Auburn, El., a 


brother of the defendant, gave expert 
testimony for the defense. 


The cross-examination of the witness 


was concluded this forenoon, and Dr. J. 
H. Smith, of Chatham, was placed on the 
stand by the defense. He was followed 
by Dr. G. W. CuldweU, of Zimesville, who 
also gave export testimony for the de- 
fense. Dr. Howe, of Cincinnati, who has 
been in the city since the trial began, will 
give expert testimony for the defendant.

THE DEPENDANT OS THE WITNESS EiTAXD 


TELLIKO HIS OWN STOP.Y. 


After Dr. G. W. Caldwell had retired 


from the witness chair iu the circuit court 
on jesterday afternoon, the defendant in 
the case of the People vs. J: D. Wheeler, 
was called upon to testify iu his own be- 
half. The substance of his statement ia 
given below: 


Dr. James D. Wheeler, the defendant, 


testified, in response to interrogations 
made by Judge Nelson: Have practiced 
medicine for about 25 years and am 49 
years old. Graduated from the Eclectic 
Medical Institute, Cincinnati, in 1870,but 
had practiced medicine before that time, 
commencing at Zanesville, 111., in Decem- 
ber, 1858; was not married then, but was 
wedded Jan. 10, 18GO; 
my first \fcfe died; 


in the fall of 1874 I married my present 
wife. Lived at Zauesville and at Ray- 
mond continuously from 1858 to 18SO, ex- 
cept during the time I attended the insti- 
tute; practiced medicine at Zanesville 16 
years, and have not engaged in any other 
business since 1858; have made my living 
by practicing medicine; have been a 
member of the Illinois State Eclectic 
Medical Society since 1871; was for two 
years president ot the society, nud for 
three years vice-president; am an honor- 
ary member of the Missouri Eclectic 
Medical Society. I removed from Ray- 
mond to Deeatur in July, 1KSO, and have 
frequently been called to the old neigh- 
borhood •) of Zanesvillo and Raymond to 
attend patients, sometimes as often as 
two or three times n month—not so fre- 
quently of late. Was acquainted with 
Estella Risley, the deceased, during her 
lifetime; Umt met her ou Jan. 17, 1882, 
when she- came to my ofiicc in company 
with h,3r father, A. T. Risley, who intro- 
duced her to me. Mr. Risley stated that 
his daughter had been treated by Dr. W. 
H. Walters, but as lie had moved away he 
had selected witness in place of Walters. 
The father desired ma to examine Stella; 
I did so, and discovered that she had 
nasal catarrh, and her tonsils weroinllam- 
ed; gave the girl medicine from Jan. 17 to 
May 20. She came to my ollice, repeated- 
ly; proscribed for her and sent her medi- 
cine by messenger; Stella's brother came 
after medicine for her once. Ab ut the 
middle of February I made a physical ex- 
amination of the deceased. 
She said she 


desired it and that her mother thought it 
ought to be done. Told Stella to go 
home and I would come to the house 
Did so, and that afternoon mot Mrs. Ris. 
ley and was introduced to her by the 
daughter. At that tinia St, clla spoke o 
her condition and said she had sullered 
juteusely and that Dr. Walters had treat- 
ed her for leueorrluori; I made a physical 
examination of Stella in tho pi-^euce of 
her mother, and found tlril inltamm'ition 
of parts existed. 
Deceived called a! my 


oilice twice a week until May 'J i, a-il did 
not treat her again until Sepi 10. Never 
gave her any letter or writing on paper 
except prescriptions. Thu wilncs?ddnied 
having met Stolla at places described by 
Fred. Stommel. Saw her tin Wept. ]0 at 
m;, ollice, when she epoko about her 
health; complained of catarrh and pains 
iu the head. Saw her again in my nllice 
on Sept. l."i, when she complained of ]eu- 
coiriui'.a; said it was worse; gave hcr.mod- 
icinc and next timo saw her in ray office 
on Sept. 2G; she did not remain longer 
than iiftccn minutes. Said she had been 
to a picnic and was afraid she had caught 
cold; said sho felt like BUG wan going to 
bo sie.k; told her to take medicine I had 
already given her, and at, my suggestion 
she left the office to go home. 
E weufc 


down stairs a few minutes afterward; 
found Miss Risley on pnvomentjsho came 
tome and said she was in bodily pain. 1 
got Dr. Clark's buggy and took her homo 
but did not go in the house with her. 
Told her to go iu, lie down and to keep 
quiet. Witness denied having walked 
with deceased and flirted with her on the 
streets. He had met her once when re- 
turning from visiting a patient, and stop- 
ped once at tho house and talked with her 
iu the presence of the family. 


Upon the reassembling of court this 


morning, the direct examination of the 
defendant was resumed. He told his 
story in a quiet way, without any show 
of nervousness whatever. lie testified: 
I never walked with Stella ou East North 
street at any time, day or night. 
After 


taking her home in buggy on Kept. 20 1 
:"tuined in -u\ oilier- ill i v'-iied Lon 
Biockway's dwelling jeufei-'iicia!!} ;ind 
was there" an hour. When 1 leliunedt,) 
ollice I found A. T. liisley there. He 
w;id Stella was euffl'ring very much. 
This was about 11 o'clock. Got some 
medicine in office and drove to home of 
Stella ; found her sull'erujg a good deal, 
tier hands and feet were cold. Had 
bricks heated for her ; paid slio appeared 
to have congestion:- an 1 had taken cold. 
J treated her for dysmei.'.rrliira. Wit- 
ness hero described his tnMtment of de- 
ceased with a 
springe in presence of 


Mrs. 
Risley and Mis. Loring. Stella was 


a patient who would make a great fuss 
o^r a tmall thing. After four or rive 
daj a from time Stella was taken tick 1 
suggested having counsel. Made the sug- 
gestion ou Oct. 10, and told the family 
that deceased was not so well, and if they 
would feel better satisfied to have coun- 
sel tint it would be satisfactory to mo ; 
said they could have whoever they want- 
ed. The mother said they were satisfied. 
Mrs. Risley once told me of Dr. Walters 
treating her. Witness entered specific 
denials to testimony given by members 
of the Risley family as to his conduct 
with the deceased while she was sick, 
and that he never told Mrs. Risley to 
leave the room. 


Was present at post mortem examination. 


Everything was in readiness for the in- 
vestigation when I arrived. Dr. Bum- 
stead first spoke of the hole, and he meas- 
ured it. Dr. Walston remarked that that 


was no evidence that Wheeler did it, and 
spoke of how a doctor might be imposed 
upon. I then remarked, "No, gentlemen; 
this :s tho first I knew of thij." I had a 
consultation with Mr. Risley immediately 
after the post mortem. He spoke of a 
letter being given to me during the last 
of the girl s illness. I said there was and 
that I did not know what was in it; that 
it was sealed; and that if he would come 
to my ollice some time I would tell him 
all about it. The girl had asked me to 
mail a letter for her. It was taken out of 
a wash-stand and handed to me. I took 
the letter and mailed it. Did .walk with 
Miss Risley on Eldorado street once. She 
overtook me on Water street. I was go- 
ing to the depot to sec Mr. Koyes at tho 
time. We parted company at F. L. Hays' 
corner. She went north and I went to 
the depot. The instrument was produced 
which the prosecution had given in evi- 
dence. Witness said: I never had this 
instrument at Risley's house, or used it 
there. I had it made intending to utilize 
it, with a purpose of seeing what I could 
make of it. Don't believe much in pat- 
enting such things. It was not finished 
as I intended; wanted to have a bolt put 
on it; put it in a drawer used as a deposit 
for instruments. Fred Stommel never 
delivered o letter to me from Miss Risloy 
in answer to one written by me. I never 
walked with Miss Rieley at any time but 
the case spoken of on Eldorado street, 
Had a conversation with Fred Willis iu 
basement of Race's store, and told him 
that Stella was worse, and that if she 
didn't get better soon slie would die. lie 
said, "1" know yon (Wheeler) wanted coun- 
sel." Thnt instrument has never been 
used for anything. Never used any in- 
strument iu treating Miss Risley but the 
speculum, the syringe and the dilator. 
Miss Risloy told me in my ollice ou Sept. 
20 that she felt like she was going to be 
sick: that she had been out to a fishing 
party and thought she had taken cold. 
Her mother spoke of this, too, at the 
time. 


The first I knew of anything strange iu 


Miss Riblcy's condition was communicat- 
ed to me by Willis in basement of Race's 
store; that was the first day of Stella's 
sickness. First mi I Mrs. Risley ou Feb. 
10. I treated Miss Risloy for nasal cat- 
arrh, leucorrhiea arid dysmenorrlnra — 
for clysmeuorrhica' after Sept. 20 to Oct. 
10. J [ad no suspicions of her alleged in- 
teresting condition during the whole 
time. Did not treat her criminally, and 
made no wounds, Had no agency nor 
knowledge of any criminal act. 


Tho direct examination of Dr. Wheeler 


was completed soon after 11 o'clock, when 
Judge Smith ordered that court adjourn 
until 8:1)0 o'clock Monday. The people 
will then cross-examine the defendant.

wives. 
The rnlo in Germany is to 


limit the number of saloons to what 
the Germans call the "necessities" of 
tho drinking classes, which is about 
ono saloon to 100 families.

county kept any such statistics they 
would show a similar relation be- 
tween intemperance and the loss of 
human life.

vented, and it can only be partially 
cured. 
But as the facts stand they 


should convince people that the traf- 
fic which producos this crimo and 
pauperism, which imposes this ex-

should pay the cost of their support, 
or at least a fair proportion of it.— 
Inter-Ocean.

for the long term from Colorado, is 
about 52 years of age. 
He partici- 


pated in the war as Colonel of a Kan- 
sas regiment, wus brevetted for gal- 
lantry and meritorious serviee, and 
given n special command in Arkan- 
sas. Locating in tho latter state at 
the close of the war, he became a 
member of the Constitutional Con- 
vention for the reconstruction of the 
state, being honored with election to 
the chairmanship of that body. 
He 


was subsequently elected an Asso- 
ciate Justice of the Supreme Court. 
Ho was a recognized leader of the 
Republicans of Arkansas. 
He re 


moved to New York in 1871, was ap- 
pointed Governor of Idaho by Pres- 
ident Grant in 1872, and afterwards 
removed to Colorado, where he was 
again elected to the bench. 
Ho is 


pronounced an able jurist, and is 
said to possess many other qualities 
fitting him for excellent service in 
tho Somite. 
Senator Bowen has be- 


come rich by mining operations, and 
is ranked as ti "Bonanza King."

as little as possible. 


5. Proceed upon tho proposition that 


you know all about teaching that is worth 
knowing ; and to be consistent, stick to 
that plan. 


6. Do not buy any booka on teaching, 


nnlesa it, bo those with questions and an- 
ewora ready cut nnd dried, especially the 
latter. 


7. Bo sure, in case you do invest, you 


buy those in which the questions and an- 
swers both aro short and easy, and both 
wrong. You won't huvo to go fnr to Cud 
such. 


8. Bo independent. Stick to old tra- 


ditions. Teach as your father's taught. 
Don't bo wheedled into nny of the new- 
fangled notions. 


9. In short, illustrate, as far as you 


fan, your own ignorance by denying thero 
is any such thing as a science of educa- 
ti a ; or if there is that you know noth- 
ing about it. 


10. Make n strenuous effort to know 


nothing except tha little—that you don't 
know how to teach. Illustrate this by 
your strict adherence to printed rules, 
Tho more inconsistent tho better. It 
shows your great faith in authorship. 


11. And lastly, teach cheap. Don't 


insist ou receiving more for taking charge 
of tho children of a neighborhood than 
the yonng man does that takefl care of 
sheep, for your service*, probably, will 
not bo half aa valuable aa liia. 


These simple rules followed cut with 


care-and it wont require a great deal, for 
they are easy—you will certainly succeed 
in making a duneo of yourself, and lead- 
ing as many others to follow your exam- 
ple as have not sense enough to do other-

220 feet by IDS feet—1 acre. 
440 feet by 90 feet -1 aero.

WASHIHGTOH, Jan. 28.—Mr. Hayes, 


who was president of the late Tariff 
Commission, said to-day the bill pre 
pared by the Ways and Means com • 
mittee of the house should become a 
law. 


"It is the beat tariff I have ever 


seen, and their revision of our re- 
port has been just what the commis- 
sion itself would have done had they 
had the time to put upon it 
We 


sacrificed ourselves knowingly, in 
order to get the report in upon time. 
Much of it had never been read 
in proof and it was impossible to ex- 
pect it could be perfect. 
In fact, we 


knew it was not perfect; but we de- 
cided that rather than take the time 
for its revision we would report it to 
congress as a basis for their work. 
The Ways and Means Com. 
have 


gone over it until it is aa nearly per- 
fect as it can be made. Our report 
should not be adopted as a whole, as 
was suggested; there are flaws in it 
which are apparent now, but which 
we could 
not 
detect 
in 
the 


short time we had 
it under con- 


sideration. Its publication and criti- 
cism by the country has brought out 
many things which have assisted the 
Ways and Means Committee in tho 
consideration of it. 
This has been 


an immense benefit, of which wo had 
no advantage. 
Indeed, wo never 


intended our bill to be made a law, 
but simply to be an auxiliary to con- 
gress for its legislation. 
So far I 


think onr text has answered the 
purpose for which it was intended, 
and has justified tha expectation of 
the gentleman who made it,"

THE CRIMINAL CODE. 


JTTDOH SMITH'S SUGGESTIONS SUBMITTED 


TO THB SUPREME DOUBT. 


In compliance with the requirements of 


the constitution, Judge 0. B. Smith, the 
presiding judge in the Wheeler case, baa 
submitted his opinion regarding the ne- 
cessity of certain amendments to the pres- 
ent criminal code and one section of the 
jury law of this state, to the honorable 
judges of the Illinois Supreme Court. 
He writes that the changes suggested 
should be made at the earliest practicable 
moment, and says the administration of 
the criminal law in this State has become 
under the present statutes and the ex- 
treme and unreasonable technicalties 
whioli bind the courts, a mockery and a 
farce. As the law now stands the Circuit 
Courts are powerless to afford the people 
protection against the avalanche of crime 
and criminals which is now overrunning 
the country. 


Below are the amendments suggested : 
1, _ Section 431 ot the Criminal Code, 


making juries the judges ot tho law in 
criminal cases, ought to be repealed. This 
section invests the jury with absolute ju- 
dicial power, and places them beyond the 
reach and control of the com t, where they 
see fit to acquit. Iu that event the peo- 
ple must submit to the consequences of n 
mistake in the Jaw resulting in acquittal. 
In case tho jury mistake the law in con- 
victing:, then they aro not allowed to de- 
cide the law finally for themselves, but 
the court in that event interferes and oa- 
scrts its authority to judge of the luw. 
Under the practice and decisions the jury 
shall be the judges of the luw if they will 
acquit the defendant, but if they will not 
acquit him then they shall not be the 
judges of the law, and the courts will re- 
view their action and correct tha mistakes 
of law. 


Again: The judges are compelled, un- 


der the decisions, to instruct tb.o juries as 
to what the law in, and then, in tbo same 
breath, tell them they are the sole judges, 
and that they aro not bound by the in- 
structions of tho court and may disregard 
them. 


Again: 'Ihia section i.s plainly and 


manifestly in violation of Article VI 8ec- 
tiou 1 of tho Constitution, which confers 
judicial power nlono upon tho courts. 
The statute takes it away from the coiT't 
and gives it to the jury. I nm strongly 
impressed with the belief that thin Inw 
ought to 1)0 repealed. 


AFFIDAVITS. 


2. The luw compelling the people ov 


the defendant to admit the absolute truth 
of the facts set up in affidavits for contin- 
uances iu criminal cases ought to be 
changed nnd placed on tho name footing 
aa affidavits for like purposes in civil 
cases, and allow the party against whom 
the affidavit is made to admit that the ab- 
sent witnesses, if precent, would swear to 
the facts set out in the affidavit, and then 
allow the othor party to contradict the 
facts or tho testimony if they can, pre- 
cisely as they would have the right to do 
if the witness was present. Under this 
privilege criminal causes are delayed from 
term to term (or no othsr purpose thiin to 
delay the trial. 


The statute providing for changes of 


venue iu criminal cases should be radi- 
cally changed. As the luw now is, tho 
oatli of the most infamous criminal, sup- 
ported by two of his own kind, (and that 
is the elaea that always support his aflida- 
vit, and they always swear they are re- 
spectable), is esteemed more worthy of 
belief than the oath taken by the judge. 
He is allowed to impeach the judge nnd 
render him unworthy to hold his commis- 
sion, at least for that case, arid this, too, 
without stating n single fact or circum- 
stance upon wLiich he bases bin charge 
against the judge. Neither the judge (so 
unjustly attacked in 9!) case:! out ot every 
1011), can resent tho insult nor contradict 
tho charge, nor tho people, who arc to be 
defeated iu thoir claims, l>e permitted to 
protect themselves. 
The power thus 


(,'ivou defendants, 
in connection with 


their other privileges oC continuing cases 
at their will, makos that class tho masters 
of the situation, and places botli the peo- 
ple and the courts completely in their 
power, and enables them to elude the 
claims ot justice to almost au unlimited 
extent. The matter ought to rest in the 
discretion of the court, subject to review 
and correction for its abuse. 


TUP. JURY I'YXliL. 


•I. Sec-tiou 14, of Chapter 28, entitled 


jurors, ought to bo repealed, and o sub- 
stitute adopted. There aro too many 
causes tit perimptory challenge. 


1. Not being a member ot the regular 


panel, and that he tried n single case 
within u year, is cause of challenge. The 
object oE this statute was to get rid of 
professional jurors; but while it prevents 
onu ot thut class from sitting, it also pre- 
vents twenty good men from sitting. lu 
tho course of a year a very large number 
of tho best men in tho county arc casual- 
ly called up in court to try a single case, 
aud ao when important criminal causes 
are called, all the defense has tu do to get 
rid of this class is to show they served 
once iu tho year. It is a very bad pro- 
vision aud ought to be stricken out 


2. "Or that he is a party to a suit then 


pending for trial." This provision is ut- 
terly frivolous and H another'stuft to get 
rid of good men ou thfi jury without any 
reason. 


'ii. But under the last proviso of that 


section, providing that opinions formed 
from reports 
or reading newspapers 


(about the truth of which ho has ex- 
pressed no opinion) shall not qualify, etc. 
is the chieC sources of mischief and delay 
in procuring jurors. The proviso defeats 
all that waa intended to be corrected by 
allowing persons who read and form 
opinions to bo excused. Tho practical 
experience under this clause shows that 
almost all men who take newspapers and 
rend 


IK) I'OIt-M SOMF. OPINION, 


and if tbc case is an aggravate.! om>, do 
almost universally talk with some <n,(< 
about it, and cspre»B some kind of an 
opinion. This class of jurors come al- 
most exclusively from the more intelli- 
gent class oE people, nnd yet they arc 
daily driven out of the jury box by the 
worst criminals, for no other reason than 
that they road and have sense enough to 
form an opinion and express themselves 
to other people. This limitation upon 
the right of the best men in every county 
to sit as jurors is a most unjust and un- 
reasonable nne, and is directly in the in- 
terest of the criminal class. This provis- 
ion alone frequently involves an impor- 
tant criminal trials the calling of from 100 
to 400 jurors at an enormous expense to 
the people and great delay to other busi 
ness. I most earnestly recommend and 
urge the propriety of the legislature cor- 
recting this law.

THE C'ltfME. 


The crime which Traughber expi- 


ated with his life was as atrocious, 
cold-blooded and unprovoked a ruur- 
dor as was ever committed. On tho 
2Sth day of October, 1881, Jas. Mc- 
Kinnoy, a peaceable and law-abiding 
citizen, respected by all who know 
him, living in tho northern part of 
tho county, left his home in the af- 
ternoon to go in search of hands to 
aid him in carrying on the work of 
his farm, little dreaming when he 
b'tde his wifo and babies good-l;y 
that he would never again look into 
thoir loving faces. 
After securin" 


tho help he required, he started on 
his return homo. "When almost home 
ho was overtaken by the two ruffians, 
who, 
without a word of warning, shot 


him down like a dog, robbing a wife 
of a loving husband", three small ba- 
bies of an aflbctionate father, and 
making that happy and 
cheerful 


homo dark and desolate. 


Xot returning homo, Ins 
vufe, 


thinking he was delayed on business, 
retired for tho night, not apprehend- 
ing any wrong and never dreaming 
of tho terrible news the morning 
would bring. 
Mrs. McKinney arose 


early tho next day and proceeded to 
do the chores around tho house. On 
entering the stable she discovered 
tho horse that ho had ridden tho day 
before. 
Seized with alarm and ap- 


prehension, and fearing that some 
accident 
had 
befallen him, bhe 


mounted tho animal and rode down 
the lane, and before she had pro- 
ceeded a milo she came upon the 
body of her husband lying in the 
road 
cold 
and 
still1 
in 
death. 


Tho alarm was given immediately, 
and &oon a crowd of neighbors as- 
sembled at tho scene of the murder 
and a search was made to obtain 
bomo clow to tho perpetrators, of the 
heinous deed. 
Thoir 
efforts wero 


crowned with success, and before 
noon of tho 2',)t,h such a strong chain 
of circumstantial evidence was con- 
nected that George W. Traughber 
and Charles C. Myers wero arrebtod 
as the murderers. 
Indignation and 


excitement rose to fever heat, and it 
w.-t-, with groat dilucully that tho of- 
ficers saved them from being lynched 
by the exasperated mob 
At'the in- 


quest, with tho dead body ol their 
•victim beforo them, they testified 
(hat th»y wore innocent, mid knew 
nothing abjut it. 
They were indict- 


ed and at tho two terms of court suc- 
ceeding wore granted continuances. 
At the last November term of court 
thoy petitioned for a continuance. 
This was denied. 
Ti-aughbr-r then 


withdrew his plea of not guilty and 
entered a plea of guilty, and 'all of 
tho evidence, and also their own 
statements, show that there was no 
provocation, but that they foully 
mtirdei'ed the man simply to sati'-fy 
thair thirst for blood.

A Bevised Criminal Code andWlio 


Should Especially Favor It. 


EDITORS .REPUBLICAN:—In recom- 


mending a revision of our criminal 
code in his message to the General 
Assembly, Gov. Cullom makes a pro- 
position that 
should 
receive the 


approval and support of every law- 
abiding citizen in the country. 
He 


'ays: "It is the duty of the law mak- 
ing powers to give law-abiding people 
more than an equal chance with law- 
sveakers." 
This proposition is so 


reasonable that it is a disgrace to our 
country that room sh'ould exist for 
.he Governor to thus expose himself. 
Se goes on to say that at the special 
ession of the Thirty-Second General 
Assembly, he recommended the ap- 
pointment of a revision cornrnitteo to 
revise the code and practice acts, and 
report, to tho present General Assein- 
}ly, but that no such committee was 
appointed. 
Why was not tho com- 


mittee appointed:1 Is the Governor 
nistakon iu siiying that a rovised 
codo is needed? 
Is ho wrong iu 


wishing to give good law-abiding 
looplo a little advantage boi'oro tho 
.av,' over organized bands ol' outlaws, 
cut-throata'aiid thieves ? Ho -does not 
;hink himself wrong, for he devotes 
over eighteen per ceut. o£ his lengthy 
mesFago to tho question of revision. 
There must be strong opposition to 
ais proposition, and it is not difficult 
:o locate n part of it. 


The strongest opposition will bo 


found among tho criminal classes 
;homselvos, and a class of shrewd 
attorneys who seem to take special 
delight iu shielding their law-break- 
ing clients from all legal punishment. 
To these may be added another class 
of attorneys, who, though never found 
courting tho patronage of criminals, 
are always ready, as they should be, 
to take the other side; but on ac- 
count of the money in the other side 
they will'not be zealous in favoring 
any revision that will materially les- 
sen the income from this other side. 
Then wo have, in tho aggregate, an 
army of bailiffs, janitors, professional 
jurymen, and hangers on about the 
courts, ready to oppose any revision 
that will lesson the expenses of crim- 
inal prosecutions, oven should the 
revision lessen the perpetration of 
crime. 
Lastly, wo havo thousands 


of merchants, traders and mechanics 
in the cities and large towns whoso 
inexcusable indifference to this sub- 
ject is as reprehensible as is the 
desire on the part of others to have 
the law remain unchanged. With this 
opposition on the one hand and in- 
difference on the other, Gov. Cullom's 
proposition will require substantial 
backing to get the General Assem- 
bly, largely composed of attorneys, 
to take hold of the matter. 
Where is 


tho backing to come from? 
It will 


eventually come from (he rural dis- 
tricts. It' may not be apparent to 
many, on a first thought, why the 
latter will be more concerned about 
a revised criminal codo than the cities 
and larger towns. 
The reason is 


that the rural districts are tho greater 
sufferers by our present faulty code. 
Besides sharing tho evils in common 
with others, some of its features are 
peculiarly obnoxious to them. 
Take, 


for instance, the law governing the 
qualification and manner of selecting 
jurors: It is always looked upon as 
a misfortune by tho farming commu- 
nity to have, within the space of a 
week, from one to tbroo hundred of 
their number .summoned to court 
during corn-planting, or some other 
season equally as important, in order 
that twelve of them shall be chosen 
as jurors because of their ignorance 
with respect to the crime of which 
some prisoner is charged. 
But tho 


people of tho little city whore the 
court is held do not look upon it in 
the same light. 
Many of them will 


rather like the idea that so large a 
number from the country cannot visit 
their city without leaving more or 
less money in it, however short the 
visit. 


It will bo considered a still greater 


injury on the part of the chosen 
twelve, if, as sometimes happens, they 
should have to remain ten or twelve 
days over a case that ought to be put 
through in three; but, as in the other 
instance, this calamity to the twelve 
is no drawback to the residents of 
the, city, for the longer the terms of 
the courts the more money will bo 
circulated and left in the city. 


If the matter could be reversed a 


few times and the courts held in 
some country church ton or twelve 
miles away," and a few hundred of 
the best p'eoplo of the city could be 
peremptorily forced to leave their 
trades and occupations and report to 
this country court, and a number of 
them could be detained an indefinite 
period as jurors and witnesses in 
unnecessarily protracted trials, to find 
in the end that their fees scarcely 
covered the expense of the trip and 
board, to say nothing of losses sus- 
tained by their absence from home, 
they might become less indifferent to 
a revised code. Furthermore: If this 
country court could be made a costly 
affair, and these city residents were 
required to pay three-fourths of this 
cost, and then had to stand by and 
witness only about fifteen per cent, 
of it returned to the city, while the 


remaining eighty five per cent, was 
being cleverly distributed among the 
farmers in the neighborhood of the 
country church, they would likely 
lose all their indifference and become 
ilamorous for a revised code. 
The foregoing presents the farmer's 


interest in this matter in a financial 
point of view. To sum up: Accord- 
ing to tho views of Gov. Gulloni and 
others, our criminal code is greatly 
defective. 
These defects render the 


ends of justice uncertain and greatly 
increased the costs of our courts. Our 
courts are largely sustained b}' gen- 
eral taxation. 
Taking the country 


at large, about three-fourths of this 
general tax is collected in the rural 
districts. 
But when it comes to di- 


viding tho money expended in car- 
rying on the courts, about seven 
ninths of it remain where tho courts 
are held, while the fractional balance 
goes to those who contribute for the 
greatest part of tho expense. 
Tho 


personal losses, too, and the inconve- 
niences resulting from attending tho 
onrts as jurors or witnesses, aro 
greater among the farming commu- 
nity than among residents of cities 
and towns. 


These- things am beginning to be 


felt in many localities of tho rural 
districts as a serious and an unequal 
bnrdf n, and tho time cannot bo fiir 
oft'until an attempt >\ill bo made for 
relief.

Antipathy to Farm Lifo. 


Many men and more women ob- 


ject to living on farms because tho 
food offered in farm houses is not as 
desirable as that found on tables in 
cities and towns. 
There is no good 


reason why as excellent food cannot 
bo afl'ordod iu farms as in the largo 
towns. 
Most farmers would Jivo as 


well and be at no moro expense than 
nt present. 
Most of tho articles that 


pertain to good living are, or can bo 
produced on farms with very little 
trouble or oxpeuso. 
Tho water af- 


forded by springs and deep wells is 
superior to that supplied by tho ser- 
vice pipes in the city. Fresh butter, 
pure milk and newly laid eggs can 
at all times be obtained, and these 
deservedly rank among tho luxuries. 
They are articles generally hard to 
obtain by people in large towns,oven 
by persons of wealth. At most times 
in the year there are fowls lit to bo 
filled as occasion may require. Dur- 
ing the spring there is voal and dur- 
ing the summer and fall lamb for 
fresh meat. 
If a farmer has an ice 


house it is comparatively easy to 
have a supply of fresh meat for homo 
consumtion a large portion of the 
time. .

uJfitintr and Licensing of Saloons or 
other Places where Liquors are Sold. 
Be it Enacted, etc.: SECTION 1. 


That hereafter before any license 
shall be issued in this state to keep 
any saloon, or other place for the 
sale of liquors, an application for 
such license shall be made in writing, 
and filod with the authorities having 
power under the law to issue such 
license, such filing to be not less than 
ten days before the issuing of any 
license under such application. Said 
notice of application shall state the 
name, age, residence, and place of 
business and occupation for the two 
years preceding the date of the ap- 
plication of such applicant, together 
with the place proposed to be used 
for the salo of liquors undor the li- 
cense applied for, and the character 
of the saloon or other place proposed 
to be kept. And such application 
shall also stato the names of at least 
two persons offered as sureties upon 
the bond of the proposed license, to- 
gether with the residence, occupation 
and place of business of such bure- 
ttes, and tbeir relationship, if any, 
to the applicani 
The authorities, 


or officer having charge of such ap- 
plications, shall file the samo for 
reference, and shall keep n register 
of Hnch applications, which shall at 
all times be open to public inspec- 
tion: in which register such applica- 
tion bhall be noted immediately upon 
being filed, and in which shall be no- 
ted, duly, the action taken on &uch 
applications respectively. 


Sue. 2. la case any license shall 


be granted by the lawfully author 
ized authorities under any applica-

to satisfactorily appear to the author- 
ities granting any license hereunder, 
that the saloon, or other place opera- 
ted under such license, is a resort of 
disreputable men or women, it shall 
ba the duty of such authorities to at 
once revoke such license, aud there- 
upon and thereafter all rights and 
privileges under such license shall 
immediately cease and be determined. 


SEC. 0. If any person shall engage 


in selling liquor in this State without 
a license first secured therefor, and a 
license fee duly paid, as hereinabove 
provided, such person shall, upon 
conviction, be subject to a fine of not 
less than §1000 or imprisonment ua- 
the County Jail for not less than 
sixty days, or both, in the discretion 
ot the court before which said cause is 
tried.) 


SEC. 7. Whenever it shall be made 


to appear to the authorities granting 
such license, that there havo been, 
by the licensee thereunder, any viola- 
tion of any of the statutes "of the 
State of Illinois regulating saloons. 
or of the statutes prohibiting the 
sale of liquors to minors, drunkards, 
insane persons, or others, to whom 
the sale of liquors is by law prohibi- 
ted, it shall be the duty of auch au- 
thorities immediately to revoke such 
license.
